2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest art to the 
claims of record is deemed to be references to Staser et al, U.S. 6,205,714, cited by appUcant, 
and Mrozowski et al, U.S. 6,561,567. These references lack both the high strength steel 
supporting frame with side impact guard beam, a feature known in this art as evidenced by the 
patent to Ochoa, US 6,428, 080 as an add-on stiffener to an outer panel. Modification of these 
references in view of Ochoa is not deemed to yield an obvious fastening of the beams of these 
references on the supporting fi-ame of Ochoa for both claims 1 and 9. The above references also 
lack the inner panel fastened on the beam structure for claim 1 and thus do not constitute a basis 
for rejection of this claim.
